'The undersigned saloonkeep- 
ers of Richmond, reposing confi- 
dence in each other's £word. do 
promise severally and all to abide 
by the laws of the State and the 
city with reference to the sale of 
liquor on the Sabbath. Not only 
does the law forbidiit. our bonds 
prohibit it, but public sentiment is 
opposed to it, and lastly, if not 
first, our own welfare and 
itereet demand that we con- 
form strictly to the law. It is in- 
diedutnbly true that anv business 
ch continues to set at defiance 
e principles of established law, 
lie sentiment and prudence will 
ler or later suffer irrevocably.

deliberate purpose to abide by the 
and thus place ourselves in a 
position to demand that all others 
shall do so. 

" We furthermore- agree to gi»e 
encouragement to all olllcers,
